Castro Gets Cuban Workers 
To Strike For Hour Today 
Against Anti-Commie Bolt 
Former Resident 
Of Fairfield D ie s

HAVANA (AP* — Fidel Castro 
mobilized Cuba’s workers today 
for another show of strength to 
combat the gravest threat yet to 
his 10-month regime, a threat 
sparked by defiance of anti-Com- 
munist revolutionary army offi­ 
cers. 
The Cuban Labor Federation 
called for a one-hour nationwide 
strike of its million and a half 
members today in a demonstra­ 
tion 
of loyalty to the Cuban 
strongman. 
Used Strike Before 
Castro used the same strike 
technique in whipping up popular 
support for his ouster of President 
Manuel Urrutia last July after the 
president spoke out against the 
Red menace. 
The country rumbled with un­ 
rest before the eyes of 2.000 Amer­ 
ican travel agents holding a con­ 
vention in Havana. 
Two 
mysterious 
planes 
flew 
over Havana Wednesday, shower­ 
ing the capital with anti-Castro 
l e a f l e t s , and anti-government 
gangs 
carried 
out 
hit-and-run 
bombing wa ids. 


Two 
persona 
were 
reported 
killed and at least 42 injured in 
the attacks from speeding cars 
and the panic generated by the 
aerial leaflet bombardment. All 
the casualties 
were apparently 
Cubans. Planes of the Cuban air 
force took off in pursuit of the 
aerial intruders, but there was no 
word that they were caught. Nor 
was there any announcement that 
any of the ground attackers were 
arrested. 
Castro himself had rushed to 
Camaguey, 300 miles southeast of 
Havana and the capital of a rich 
farming 
province, 
where 
his 
provincial commander, Maj. Hu­ 
bert Matos, and 30 of his officers 
resigned in a challenge to the left­ 
ist swing of the revolution. 
The Prime Minister pinned the 
traitor brand on the 40-year-old 
Matos, ail old friend and hero of 
the fighting that overthrew Dicta­ 
tor Fulgencio Batista. 
There was no indication of any 
link between the officers’ action 
and the raids on the capital, which 
were believed carried out in the 
presence of the American travel 
agents to embarrass the regimes 
efforts to revive Cuba’* slumping 
Unmet trade.

KENNAN RAPS 
ALLIED PLANS 
FOR GERMANY 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Former 
Ambassador George F. Kennan 
today described Allied proposals 
toward 
Germany 
as 
'‘stilted, 
cramped and inflexible.” He said 
there is no sign a summit con­ 
ference will ease dangerous East- 
West quarrels. 
The former envoy to Moscow 
in 
the 
Truman 
administration 
coupled 
this 
criticism 
with 
a 
scathing attack on present defense 
strategy 
of 
basing 
American 
power on atomic-hydrogen weap­ 
ons. 
‘‘This unthinking readiness to 
wreak destruction on millions of 
innocent and helpless people for 
no other purpose than to assure 
that the adversary suffers no less 
than we do.” Kennan said, ' ‘re­ 
flects the hideous self-centered* 
ne vs on the part of ourselves as 
s generation ” 
Addresses Luncheon 
Kennan, former State Depart­ 
ment policy planning chief, spoke 
out in an address prepared for a 
Woman's 
National 
Democratic 
Club luncheon. He quit the de­ 
partment some six years ago to 
join the Institute for Advanced 
.Study at Princeton, N.J. 
Kennan, a frequent critic of ad­ 
ministration 
foreign policy, 
of­ 
fered no new proposal for settling 
the Berlin problem and the dis­ 
pute with the Soviet Union over 
Germany’s future. 
But he flayed proposals put for­ 
ward by the West to safeguard 
Berlin as nothing more than ‘‘a 
defensive, delaying action” after) 
the Soviet Union demanded that 
the Allies leave the divided for­ 
mer German capital. 
The allies in negotiating with 
the Soviet, he said, have made 
it clear they want German unifica­ 
tion only on their own terms and 
that the> are unwilling to pay any 
serious price to the Soviets to 
achieve this goal. 
Kennen denounced the idea of 
any summit conference with the 
Soviet Union at this stage, say­ 
ing such a top level meeting 
should be only for the purpose of 
' ‘formalizing agreements already 
largely 
negotiated 
at 
lower 
levels."

OUSTED YANK 
RETURNS HOME 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Russell 
A. Langell, central figure in a 
bizarre 
diplomatic 
incident 
in 
Moscow, returned to Washington 
early today for consultation with 
State Department officials. 
Langell, a security officer at 
the U.S. Embassy in Moscow , was 
expelled by the Soviet* on espion­ 
age charges. 
But his version of what hafv 
pened—^which is backed up by the 
State Department—is th.it he was 
seized by five Soviets at a bus 
stop near the embassy. He said 
he was taken to a nearby build­ 
ing, questioned for nearly two 
hours, and finally offered a bribe 
to spy for the Soviets. He turned 
it down.

Eisenhower Will Attend 
East-West Summit Talks 
Once Allies Coordinate

AUGUSTA, Ga. (AP) - Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower said today he is 
willing to go to an East - West 
summit conference whenever the 
Western Allies have coordinated 
their positions. 
The President told a news con­ 
ference that without such prior 
coordination at a pre-summit ses­ 
sion, the situation could be just a 
donnybrook—or confusion. 
Eisenhower confirmed that he 
has been plugging — in private 
correspondence with the Western 
leaders — for an East-West sum­ 
mit meeting with Soviet Premier 
Nikita S. Khrushchev as early as 
December. 
"N o Strong Feelings" 
But the President said he has 
no strong Feelings regarding the 
time of any such .cession. 
The important thing, he empha­ 
sized. is that the West get to­ 
gether and present a united front 
at any summit session. 
Eisenhower stressed that he is 
ready and willing to meet at any 
time with French P r e s i d e n t 
Charles de Gaulle.

The National League has no 
such committee, although Presi­ 
dent W’arren Giles said the own­ 
ers have discussed it two or three 
times.

MineTragedyOfYearAgo 
When75 Miners Lost Lives 
• 
EDITOR’S NOTE—On Oct. 23 
, a year ago, the earth shook in 
’ Springhill, N.S., bringing disaster 
to men working in the deepest 
.mine in North America. What has 
, happened to the mining town 
‘since? And are the stories of 
tragedy, heroism and miraculous 
survival still alive in Springhill? 


SPRINGHILL, N.S. LAP)—The 
• coal mine is dead. And tomorrow 
'the homes and streets of Spring­ 
hill will be brimming with mem­ 
ories of the 75 men who died with 
• it one year ago. 
• The 99 men who lived through 
‘the 
caprice 
of 
nature 
which 
wrecked the mine will recall the 
terror, the agony, the grief, and 
—more than anything—the mira­ 
cles that occurred here. 
The mine Is dead. But it was 
a busy, efficient place last Oct. 23 
as the 174 men of the evening 
shift reported for work. 
“We jumped on the trolleys and 
went down the slope the same as 
usual,” recalls Maurice Ruddick 
At 5 minutes after 8, the whole 
town shook. It felt like an earth- 
'quake, but the coal-wise peoplpe of 
Springhill knew better. They ran 
to the mine. 
. George Calder, manager of No. 
;i Colliery, telephoned the 7,800- 
•foot level. Men there told him 
there had been a terrific bump 
• farther down in the sloping depths 
lot the mine, the deepest in North 
America. Phones below 7.800 were 
dead. 
There 
was 
nothing 
unusual 
about a bump, a sudden shifting 
of the rock above or below the 
coal seam. But usually they were 
confined to a small area. This one 
Aas big. 
“The floor came upp and the 
ceiling came down.” says Wilfored 
Hunter. “I was hurled about 15 
'reet along with more falling coal 
and rock and timber and iron than 
I ever saw before ” 
t 
Rescue work began at once. By 
A o’clock next morning, 81 men 
•had been brought out 'one of them 
‘.died later); 93 were missing. Then 
they began finding the dead. It 
seemed doubtful anyone still lived. 
• 
But in a pocket IOO feet long 
land three fee* high. Hunter and 
’ll 
other 
miners 
were 
going 
through the torture of waiting 
•And 350 feet away behind a wall 
,’of coal and rock, Ruddick and 
•seven other men also lived. 
The men found some sandwiches 
and a two-quart can of water in a 
‘.couple of lunch pails. The water, 
•rationed out in a tiny aspirin bot­ 
tle. lasted three days. 
In the other pocket of survivors, 
.Percy Rector was in agony, his 
•arm mashed between two timbers. 
! 
"We tried to get him loose, but 
we had no tools," says Ruddick 
’“ He was in terrible pain so we 
got together all the aspirins we 
ihad and gave them to him. That 
seemed to help. 
Rector died Tuesday. He plead­ 
ed with the others to cut his arm 
!off, but no one had a knife. 
Shortly before noon on Wednes­ 
day, Oct. 29. Gorley Kemp—who 
was with the group of 12—heard 
,a noise 
“ I wouldn’t let myself believe 
it.” he says. “ I just lay there 
• listening for nearly an hour, I 
guess. Then I heard a pick or 
something click on the pipe (a 


broken air pipe) and I hollered. 
“God, how I hollered.” 
Springhill, anesthetized by grief, 
awoke with joy. Horns honked, 
church 
bells 
pealed. 
People, 
laughing and crying, surged to the 
pit mouth. 
The second miracle followed 
three days later. “Give me a 
drink of water,” the indomitable 
Ruddick told his rescuers, “and 
I’ll sing you a song.” 
There were no more survivors. 
The last body was recovered Nov. 
6. 
Since the disaster, Mayor Ralph 
Gilroy says, about 
125 families 
have left Springhill to find work 
elsewhere. 
Many 
miners 
who 
stayed are still on the disaster re­ 
lief fund. Some receive up to $30 
a week if they have large fami­ 
lies. 
But Gilroy says three small in­ 
dustries will soon open. “And by 
next spring we should have a fair­ 
sized federal penitentiary (farm) 
in operation on the site of last 
year's disaster,” he says.

CORNUCOPIA 
GOLD STOCK 
BLACKLISTED 


WASHINGTON (AP‘—A govern­ 
ment hearing examiner today rec­ 
ommended that trading in the 
common stock of Cornucopia Gold 
Mine* on the American Stock Ex­ 
change be prohibited permanent 


Cornucopia was part of an intri­ 
cate financial structure built by 
Earl Belle, 27-vear-oId Pittsburgh 
financier now under federal in­ 
dictment charging him with fraud 
and conspiracy. Belle is now in 
Brasil. 
Examiner Robert 'N. Hislop up­ 
held 16 of 18 charges of irregulari­ 
ties brought against Cornucopia 
by the Securities and Exchange 
Commission. Most of these involve 
allegations that Cornucopia gave 
investors and the SEC false and 
misleading information about cor­ 
porate affairs. 
May Prosecute 
The examiner indicated that the 
case might lead to criminal pros­ 
ecutions beyond the Belle indict­ 
ment. He said the record of the 
SEC proceedings “ reveal some 
actions 
approximating 
criminal 
activities by persons occupying 
important official positions in the 
conduct of certain corporate af­ 
fairs.” 
Belle, in Rio De Janeiro, has 
said he may voluntarily return to 
face charges against him. The 
United States has no extradition 
treaty with Brazil. 
Hislop also said the record 
“ abounds in evidence tending to 
establish M»mething less than high 
grade official conduct on the part 
»»f certain accountants, something 
less than the normal conservative 
business approach to undertakings 
by certain bankers.. 
Bankrupt New 
The American Exchange itself 
has suspended trading in the stock 
since May, 1968. and Cornucopia 
la now bankrupt 
Within the next month or two, 
the SEC ie expected to act on 
Hislop* recommendation to bar 
the stock permanently. 
Belle, and Murray and Burton 
Talenfeld, two Pittsburgh brothers, 
acquired Cornucopia in May, 1958, 
through Eastern Investment and 
Development Corp. which they 
owned. In the following month. 
Cornucopia, a non-operating gold 
mine, negotiated for the acquisi­ 
tion of six subsidiaries and be-

came involved in a web of finan-| 
cial dealings which drew the at­ 
tention of the SEC. 
Hi>lop said Cornucopia planned! 
to acquire the six other firms forj

Hearings Held 
The SEC brought its charges oni 
July 28, 1958, about three weeks j 
after Belle went to Brazil. Hear­ 
ings were held from September,} 
1958, until last March 
The Talenfeld brothers appeared 
at the hearings under subpoena! 
but refused to testify, invoking the 
f i f t h Amendment’s protection 
against possible self-incrimination. 
Eleven of the SEC s accusations 
challenged the completeness and 
accuracy of proxy material filed 
by Cornucopia in May, 1958. be­ 
fore stockholders were to vote on 
the proposed acquisitions. 
Hislop held that loan transac­ 
tions between Cornucopia interests 
and the Manufacturers Bank of 
Edgewater, N. J., were not rela- 
vent to the proceedings He said 
the record failed Lo establish that 
$90,000 of loans from this bank

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General Assembly Moves 
Up School Legislation 
Before Recess Until Nov. 9 


HARRISBURG (AP) — Several 
pieces of important school legis­ 
lation were advanced by the Gen­ 
eral Assembly before the law­ 
makers left Wednesday on a two- 
week election recess. 
The Legislature got these meas­ 
ures ready for action on its re­ 
turn Nov. 9: 
A far-reaching plan to allow the 
state and a special citizens’ com­ 
mittee to take over operation of 
financially distressed school dis­ 
tricts. 


$55 Million Moro 
A proposal to give school dis­ 
tricts 55 million dollars in addi­ 
tional state aid for the next two 
years. 
A compromise to insure that no 
school district will receive less 
stale aid in the 1960-61 school year 
than it will in the 1959-60 term. 
The Senate approved the dis­ 
tressed school districts plan and 
sent it back to the House for con­ 
currence in amendments. 
Chairman Paul L. Wagner (R— 
Schuylkill) of the Senate Educa­ 
tion Committee said the legisla­ 
tion is designed to make certain 
that finally distressed school dis­ 
tr ic t are placed on a sound finan­ 
cial basis after receiving special 
•tat* aid. 
Distressed Districts 
“The trouble is that, in too many 
cases, after they had gotten the 
money, the conditions were not 
lived up to," said Wagner. "That 
made it a losing fight." 
The Public Instruction Depart­ 
ment, under present law, is au­ 
thorized to give special state aid 
to school districts provided they 
meet certain conditions. These 
range from a requirement to col­ 
lect back taxes to making econo­ 
mies in staff. 
The measure appro\ed by the 
Senate would require the courts to 
appoint a three-member citizens’ 
committee to work with the de­ 
partment in running the affairs of 
a distressed school district until 
its debts have been paid or a 
sound financial structure re-estab­ 
lished. 
Definition Of Distress 
As passed bv the House, the bill 
would have provided for the su­ 
perintendent of public instruction 
ot a deputy to take over the school 
district. The Senate changed this 
to have the DFM official work 
through the citizens’ committee. 
Another change made by the 
Senate would declare a district 
d istress! if it failed to pay teach­ 
ers for 90 days, instead of the 30 
days in the House version. 
The Senate 
Rules Committee 
also approved a plan to provide 
IOO per cent reimbursement to 
school districts which stand to lose 
some state aid in the 1960-61 school 
year through recent revisions in 


real estate valuations figures, up­ 
on 
which school subsidies are 
based. 


A Compromise 
The Senate committee amended 
the measure to make it IOO per 
cent reimbursement instead of the 
75 per cent approved by the House. 
The change was a compromise 
in which the Senate agreed not to 
press for a freeze of prior real 
estate 
valuations 
to 
keep the 
school subsidies at the present 
level. 
Under the compromise no school 
will receive less next year than 
this, but some districts, principal* 
ly in urban areas, will receive the 
increase dictated by the new val­ 
uation figures. The measure will 
add three million dollars to the 
1959-61 state budget. 


Tax Bill Stalled 
Finally, the House Appropria­ 
tions 
Committee 
approved 
for 
floor action a plan to give school 
districts 55 million dollars in ad-, 
ditional state aid for the next two 
years. 
The figure matches the estima­ 
ted yield of 55 million dollars from 
a proposed six-mill tax on person­ 
al property, a measure passed by 
the House but stalled in the Sen­ 
ate Finance Committee. 
Other legislative developments: 
Blood factor—The Senate passed 
legislation that would require a 
driver’s blood type and RH factor 
to be shown on his motor vehicle 
operator’s card. 
GEA borrowing—The House ap­ 
proved a 1454 million dollar in 
crease in the borrowing capacity 
ot the General State Authority but 
its prospects in the Senate were 
considered poor.

PARIS <AP» —- Parisians don’t 
believe the idea that if you miss 
one bus, another will soon he 
along. The Parisian will sprint 
200 yards to grab his bus with a 
ballet dancer’s leap. 
This open-air ballet performance 
is on the way out. It was possible 
because of the open platforms on 
the back of prewar French buses. 
The city fathers took note of 
rising casualty rates two years 
ago and decided the open-plat- 
formed antiques must go. Tile 
movement is now in full swing 


and almost half the old buses 
have been scrapped. 
Helping 
Hand 
This 
means 
that 
late-risers 
have to get up earlier. In the 
past tliey could count on sym­ 
pathetic passengers giving them 
a helping hand should their split- 
second 
leap 
fall 
short. 
Good­ 
looking young “Parisiennes” had 
less to worry about. The ever- 
obliging conductor was always! 
ready to grab them by the waist i 
to swing them aboard. 
In the spring Parisians like to 1 
stand on the platform, smelling! 
the blossoming trees, a lit cigaret! 
dangling from their lips. 
Winter means a different story. I 
The prewar buses have no doors' 
let alone heating. The passengers! 
shiver. 
No Love For New 
Nonetheless Parisians grunted! 
sadly when they first saw the new 
buses. These have three auto­ 


matic doors, a heating system 
that works too well, and worst 
of all, no open platform. They’rt 
bigger, more modern, safer, but 
unloved. 
This is progress, the authori­ 
ties 
told 
downcast 
Parisians. 
But Frenchmen, if they were 
resigned, weren’t won over. They 
liked the open platforms and not 
the automatic doors. 
Of the 2,500 buses in Paris, 
nearly 1,500 still have open plat­ 
forms. These were built between 
1931 and 1938. Every year 200 
new buses are put in service and 
120 old ones dumped in the used 
car heap.

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First Aid Techniques Are 
Changing; Tips Given For 
Updating Your Knowledge 


By WILLIAM C. OWEN 
WASHINGTON 
AP) - Today. 
ai week or maybe a year from 
now you may have only seconds 
to save a life But if you are like 
most Americans, you’re not well 
trained to take action 
The crisis 
would 
require in­ 
stant, correct first aid 
You may have had the training 
long ago. But now its outmoded 
This us especially true if you’re 
one of the 15 million 
veterans 
oi World War II or one of the 
millions of women who took the 
training as a patriotic wartime 
duty. 


New Techniques 
Since the war. four m ajor first 
aid techniques—control of bleed­ 
ing. artificial respiration, cold in­ 
juries and transportation methods 
— have been reversed. What was 
formerly the thing to do is now 
the dangerous thing to do. 
A hast of other 
minor treat­ 
ments have been changed and 
some new techniques initiated. 
But the public’s knowledge has 
not kept pace. 
“The majority of people have 
tome first aid knowledge, but whi 
lome of it is good, some of it is J 
bad.” says Earl H Breon, direc­ 
tor of first aid service for the 
S’ational Red Crass, 
“ What the first aider does can 
make 
the 
difference 
between 
whether the accident victim lives 
or dies 
. . or whether he lies in 
i haspital for months or soon goes 
home to his fam ily," Breon says. 
The skills of first aid are most 
needed at home, he adds. "Every 
parent needs it, mothers espe­ 
cially.” 
Tops All Killers 
Accidents killed 
almost three 
limes a* many children in 1957 
as any disease and are the lead­ 
ing cause of death among per­ 
sona aged I to 36. By far tile 
greatest number of injuries were 
In the home — 4 200.000 — and the 
*econd highest number of deaths 
- 28.000. 
With such a clear need for 
modern first aid training, why do 
Americans generally bypass it? 
“ First aid training does not ap­ 
peal to individuals; it is a group 


thing,” says Breon. “ I don't know 
oi anyone who’s walked into a 
Red Cross chapter and said ’I 
want a first aid course.’ 
"People get first aid training 
when a group — a club, an or­ 
ganization of some kind — decides 
to sponsor it as a project.” 
To bring your first aid skills 
up to date, here are the major 
revised techniques — 


Control of Blooding 
In case of severe bleeding, ap­ 
ply direct pressure over wound 
area with a clean cloth or, for, 
quick action, with your hand. A 
m ajor lass of blood can cause 
death within less than a minute 
Bandage cloth over wound. Do not 
remove it. 
Tourniquets should lie u s e d 
rarely, only when severe bleed-} 
ing involves ar extrem ity in which 
large arteries are severed, or in 
severance of a body part. A tour­ 
niquet — put it near the wound 
— should not be released 
For­ 
mer advice was to release it every 
15 minutes. Get victim to has­ 
pital quickly.
